County Roads Now 


Open, Leake Says; 
Predicts Bad Spots 


Soft Road Surfaces Add 


to Difficulties After 


Monday's Storm 


County Superintendent of High- 


ways Fred W. Leake announced 
this morning that all county roads 
are open to traffic now, but warn- 
ed that a number of them "are 
bound to be bad" because the 
plow either dug into the road sur- 
face or were forced to leave a 
ehght layer of icy packed snow 
on top. 


Commenting that he can't re- 


member more difficulties than the 
road'"crew encountered after Mon- 
day's storm, he, saidjtha^ the,soft 
roadbetJa prevent 
heavy 
equip- 


ment from moving'in to push the 
snow back from the Shoulders. 


County road crews worked con- 


tinuously at the job of clearing 
drifts, he said, but were slowed by 
the heavy, wet snow which did not 
''scour", or slide,'" from the plow 
blades. The snow gummed up in 
wedges several feet thick on the 
plows and had to be knocked off 
with shovels 


Predicts Bad Spot? 


He predicted that many bad 


spots will develop in the roads 
because of the fact that the plows 
were unable to take the snow off 
at the surface. 


The work done Alonday by the 


plows was \\asted, he said, be- 
cause the drifting snow piled in

The house passed today a Republi- 
can-backed bill slashing income 
taxes this year by almost $4,000,- 
000,000.

And he implied that no bill to

The FBI chief testified to the 


committee late yesterday on bills

Eugene Dennis, party secretary, 


also tried to tell the committee in 
a-statement that the bills are un- 
constitutional.

Dennis could have outlined 
his 


party's views to millions of news- 
paper readers. 


It's customary at a congress- 


ional committee hearing foi a wit- 
ness to give his name Dennis said 
his name is Eugene Dennis. 


The committee asked him if that 


js hi* real name. Dennis tried to 
duck the question. 


Then Robeit E. Stripling, com- 


mittee investigator, said thei e was 
evidence that Dennis had used a 
number of names in connection 
with "fraudulent" passports.

(Stripling- later

real name is Francis Waldron ) 


But when Dennis kept on refus

But Another Major 


War Unlikely Now 


All Members of Big 3 to 


Carefully Avoid Any 


Direct Involvement 


By OEWITT MACKENZIE 
AJ' Foreign Affairs Analyst 
If your correspondent had a dol- 


lar for every time he has been 
asked whether a major war seems 
likely to grow out of the Greco- 
Turkish crisis, he would be able 
to retire. 


However, while these questions 


have kept pouring in I've been 
greatly impressed by the absence 
of any expressions of "fear" in 
connection with such inquiries. My 
observation is that the general 
public is not "afraid" in the ac- 
cepted sense of the term. 


Still, that doesn't alter the fact 


that peace loving folk have a very 
natural anxiety over any possi- 
bility of another world conflict. 


General Eisenhower assures us 


that no country at present "would 
deliberately provoke war," He 
warned, though, that there always 
exists the possibility of an incident 
being precipitated by some "imma- 
ture nation." 
While the general 


didn't pin this specifically to the 
Balkan imbroglio, we are safe in 
assuming that it covers this situa- 
tion. 


Send >To Troops 


. Washington has stated cate- 
gorically that America's proposed 
aid to Greece and Turkey won't 
include any troops. A lot"of peo- 
ple, 
however, 
are 
wondering 


whether Soviet Russia might inter- 
vene with soldiers to help the 
Greek Communists overthrow the 
Athens government and seize con- 
trol of the country. 


There's no indication thus far 


that any such move by Moscow is 
at all likely. 
On the contrary 


that's about the last thing one 
would expect the Soviet union to 
attempt because it would be an 
open-and-shut invitation for world 
war—and the signs are that Russia 
definitely doesn't want war. 


If that were the whole story we 


could sit back and take it easy. 
But there's this fly in the oint- 
ment: Russia doesn't have to make 
«. direct move in order to get mili- 
tary aid in the form of soldiers to 
the Greek Reds. Moscow's satel- 
lites along tfie Greek frontier— 
Yugoslavia, Albania and Bulgaria 
—can take care of that and, of 
course, are accused of so doing not 
only by Athens but by the United 
States and Britain. 


Beds Provoke Trouble 


Greece says that her civil -war 


is being engineered and supported 
by her communistic neighbors. 
Former President Hoover declared 
a couple of days ago that a large 
part of the chaos in Greece could 
b« lifted by one man if he were 
willing, and added: 


"That man is Marshal Joseph 


Stalin. It is "within his power to 
stop the aggressive war in the 
form of Guerilla raids from Yugo- 
slavian, Bulgarian and Albanian

territory—that would bring peace 
to Greece. 
Then American aid 


could be devoted to restoring; pro- 
ductivity of the Greek people in- 
stead of our wasting our generos- 
ity on military equipment." 


No Direct InvoUement 


Certainly Moscow can do any- 


thing it wishes with the Red states 
of the Balkans, for it has them in 
a sack, although the fiction is 
maintained that they are sovereign 
countries. It's obvious that if the 
Soviet union wanted to issue orders 
to them and then sit back and dis- 
claim responsibility, it could do 
so. Or, as Mr. Hoover points out, 
Moscow could restrain them if it 
wished. As things now stand it 
seems likely that Russia will pur- 
sue the middle course of letting 
her dogs of war run off the leash 
sufficiently to keep on harrying 
the Greeks, short of producing an 
open Balkan war. 


The situation on the Balkan 


peninsula naturally is in a highly 
explosive state. For that reason 
the Big Three—Russia on the one 
hand • and 
the American-British 


pair on the other, will do every- 
thing to avoid becoming directly 
involved.
